In the Boot plan, as the proposal is called, 


because of Mr. Root's well-known interest in the 
proposition, the new tribunal, though sitting at 
fee HagU'e,'is to be independent of the courts of 


\ arbitration already existing by virtue of earlier 


treaties'.-^ depends directly upon the League of 


' Nations organized under the Versailles Treaty. 


Its charter is found in Article XIV of the Cov- 


; -enant. Its judges are elected by the Assembly 
"- and Council of the League. The court thus or- 


ganized is practically to determine the extent of 
its own jurisdiction," for Article XXXIV of the 
Draft Scheme provides that in the event of a dis- 
•fnite as to whether a certain case comes within 
any of the categories of justiciable cases the mat- 
ter shall be settled by the decision of the court 
itself.It is plain, therefore, that the Draft Scheme 
contemplates a tribunal which is neither a direct 
extension of the judicial machinery already ex- 
isting at The Hague nor a substitute for any part 
of the League machinery established by the Cov- 
enant in the Versailles Treaty. Oruthe contrary, 
it is an integral part of the League's machinery, 
and a scion of the Wilson Covenant itself. 


Except in those particulars which serve to 


intertwine or interweave this juridicial proposal 
with the general executive and legislative im- 
possibilities of the Wilson Covenant, the Draft 
Scheme, at first sight, reads like a logical and 
well framed prospectus. Yet when we come to 
the most important question of all, the question 
Of the enforcement of its decisions, the question 
of the^. Sheriff of Permanent Court of Interna- 
tional Justice, we obtain no information from 
the Draft Scheme, unless some indication as to 
enforcement is contained in the provsiion in Ar- 
ticle XXVII that the court, "in particular, shall 
l&y; .down rules for summary procedure."

The law require^ eat li teacher to hu\ e 
id a minimum of thirty \\ eek^ of professional 
aining, it seems, yet it ha^ been necessary to 
aploy forty-two teacheis ^ho do not po^e-^ 
ese qualifications. 


Next year there \wll be a still greater shoit- 


e of teachers in Lorain count}, according to 
e county superintendent. Reports from the 
mnal schools of the state indicate, he su} s, 
at enrollments will be small. Lorain count} 
onld send irto teachers' training institute-- 
is year at least sixt} young men and v\ omen to 
epare tqr/ijje business of teaching. The in 
'ations are that not more than fifteen are plau- 
ig to go. 


If the schools of the count 
r are to be taught 


its own citizens, a situation not necessary but 
sirable, then every community should urge 
on its young people the necessity of preparing 
1 this work.
